To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Aysgarth  Rural  District  Council 

Madam  Chairman , Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 

of  the  District  for  the  year  1965* 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  do  not  differ  greatly  from 
those  for  England  and  Wales  and  do  not  call  for  any  special 
comment . 

Infectious  diseases  showed  nothing  of  importance. 

Problems  connected  with  environmental  hygiene  remain  the 
Council's  major  concern.  Once  again  it  is  not  possible  to 
report  much  progress  in  this  work.  The  proposed  water  supply 
scheme  to  serve  the  upper  dale  is  still  under  consideration  by 
the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board.  Supplies  have  been 
adequate  during  the  past  year,  but  the  quality  has  been  very 
variable.  Without  an  adequate  clean  wate£  supply  further 
progress  is  limited. 

The  position  regarding  sewage  disposal  has  improved  with 
the  implementation  of  the  Askrigg,  Thoralby  and  West  Burton 

Schemes  which  are  now  almost  complete. 

Finally  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Members  and  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  co- 
operation during  the  year.

No  rainfall  figures  are  available  for  this  year  as  it  h-as 
not  been  possible  to  maintain  the  gauge  at  Hawes  Sewage  Works. 


Refuse  Collection  & Disposal 

The  Council  continue  to  collect  refuse  at  fortnightly 
intervals  over  the  greater  part  of  their  district.  Kerbside 
collection  is  still  the  rule. 

The  difficulty  of  reaching  the  tips  in  bad  weather  is  a 
maCj.or  problem.  The  Hawes  tip  is  almost  full  and  in  two  to  three 
years  time  may  have  to  be  closed,  before  this  time  we  should  a 
site  for  a new  tip  with  a reasonably  good  access  from  the  road. 
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Bacteriological  Examination  of _ Water  Supplies 


28  samples  of  water  were  examined  "by  the  Public  Health. 
Laboratory  Service,  Sixteen  were  reported  satisfactory.  Three 
samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis,  all  were  satis- 
factory.

Once  again  most  of  the  samples  of  water  submitted  for 
examination  were  classified  as  unsatisfactory  by  reason  of  the 
presence  of  faecal  organisms.  The  Water  Board  have  started, 
drip  feed  chlorination  on  some  of  the  supplies  which  have  given 
heavy  faecal  counts  in  the  past.  Consistently  good  samples 
cannot  be  expected  until  more  sophisticated  methods  of  chlorin- 
ation are  put  into  use. 


No rt hall erton  and  the  Bales  Water  Board 

No  major  shortages  of  water  occured  during  the  year. 

No  progress  was  made  during  the  year  on  the  Fossdale  scheme 
although  I understand  that  the  Board  have  asked  Mr.  Fairbank , 
who  was  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineer  for  the  scheme  to 
carry  on  with  it  on  their  behalf. 

The  quality  of  the  water  remains  the  same.

Meat  Inspection 

All  the  meat  inspected  was  from  one  private  slaughterhouse 
in  the  district.  Rather  less  beef  was  killed  than  last  year 
and  more  pigs  and  sheep.  All  the  animals  were  young  and  prime 
quality,  virtually  free  from  disease.  The  hygiene  of  the 
premises  is  of  a high  standard. 

The  total  number  of  animals  inspected  w as  AOd  and  it  was 
necessary  to  make  88  visits  for  this  purpose.

The  Council  continued  to  make  charges  for  the  reception 
into  their  sewers  of  farm  effluent  and  no  revision  of  the  charge 
was  made . 

The  Thoralby  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  were 
virtually  finished  during  the  year  and  all  the  premises  to  be 
served  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  bo  samples  of  the  eiiluen 
have  been  examined  to  date.  The  Askrigg  scheme  was  80/6  complete 
at  the  end  of  the  year  and.  the  Vest  Burton  scheme  had  been 
started.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  there  has  been  a 
reduction  of  20  in  the  number  of  unfit  houses,  of  these  4 were 
regarded  as  incapable  of  being  made  fit  at  a reasonable  cost. 

This  decrease  in  the  number  of  unfit  houses  is  in  part  due  to  the 
Improvement  Grants  which  are  available,  and  partly  to  the 
increasing  use  of  country  cottages  as  weekend  or  second  houses  by 
people  from  the  towns.
